Solidarity to push for 
national referendum 


WARSAW (Reuter). — Solidarity 
leaders yesterday formally proposed 
a national referendum on Poland's 
political future and said the Com- 
munist Party was no longer needed 
to safeguard Soviet interests in 
P(Mand. 

A proposal read to the union's 
policy-making nationd commission 
in Gdansk said the union must hold 
the referendum by January 15 If the 
Communists fail to meet SoUdarity 
demands. 

In the referendum, apparently to 
be held by Solidarity for union 
members and non-members alike. 
Poles would be asked whether they 
had confidence in the Ccxnmunist 
government, whether they wanted a 
provisional government and free 
elections and whether society 
should become the guardian of 
Moscow's interests in Poland. 

The proposal explained that the 
third point was to show that the 
Polish Communist Party waa not 
needed as a guarantor for Moscow, 
because so.ciety could provide more 
credible assurances. 

. "Society can no longer tolerate 
authorities incapable of 
safeguarding the people's basic 
needs," the propos^ added. 

It was due to come up for a vote 
by the 107-member commission later 
in the day. 

The referendum proposal fol- 
lowed the adoption at (he commis- 
sion's opening session on Friday of 
a series deflant resolutions. 

One warned parliament not to 


enact *a labour Jaw that would em- 
power the government to curb un- 
ion freedoms and ban strikes for 
three months. Another supported 
efforts to set up independent unions 
in the police force. 

The official press, reflecting in- 
creasing alarm by the authorities, 
said Friday's proceedings gave no 
grounds for optimism. 

"A gust of horror has blown from 
the conference hall." the ofneiai 
Communist Party daily Trybuna 
Ludu said. 

Debate was militant and tough, 
and appeared guaranteed to fuel of- 
fleial propaganda which for weeks 
has vilified Sotldariiy leaders for 
sacrificing the nation for political 
goals. Each side accuses the other 
of trying to provoke a confronta- 
tion. 

One delegate described the na- 
tion as "abus flUed-with people and 
driven a drunk driver" 

• Delegates described local 
chapters as very radical. Bogdan 
Lis, from Gdansk, said there will be 
a virtiuU mutiny in the army, since 
draftees whose service had been ex- 
tended two months planned to go 
home for Christmas even though 
the government plans to extend 
their service kmger. No official an- 
nouncement has been made on this 
further exteroion. 

In Paris. French Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy called off a planned 
official virit to Poland this week at 
the request of the Polish govern- 
ment.

But on Thursday, the B’nai B'rith Inter- 
national appealed to the Ethiopian government 
to save Jews from a “reign of terror" in the 
country’s Gohdar Province. 

Philip Lax, chairman of the Jewish service 
organization's International Council, said the 
provincial governor. Major Melaku, “has 
lawlessly imprisoned,. tortured and killed Ethio- 
pian Jews." 

In a letter to Tesfaye Dcmcke, Ethiopia s top 
diplomat in the U5., Lax urged protection of 
the rights of Ethiopian Jewry.

the pro-Soviet Ethiopian regime is unlikely to 
respond to pubb'c protests. 

Talung issue vrith this line of thinking is the 
American Associuion for Ethiopian Jews, led 
by biologist Howard Lenhoff. The AAEJ, foun- 
ded by Graenum Beider* has been at the 
forefront In saving Fala^as for 25 years. They 
haire accused the National Jewish Community 
Relations Advisory Council (NJCRAC), an um- 
brella organization, and the Jewish Agency of 
not doing enough to help the Falashas. Both 
organizations deny the allegations. 

“Never have we witnessed such blatant 
callousness on the part of certain 'major 
American-Jewish leaders' to the cries of an op- 
pressed community as we have this year in the 
case of Ethiopian Jews." wrote Lenhoff in a 
widely-circulated letter Iasi September. 

There was an unpleasant incident here in 
Washington the other day: when Ben-Yosef was 
leaving Senator Jackson's office on Wednes- 
day, an Israeli Embassy oFTiciai, coincidentally, 
was entering. In the presence of some members 
. of Jackson's staff, the official complained that 
Ben-Yosef was “making trouble" for Israel by 
running around the capital. 

Another embassy offfcal, genuinely concer- 
ned about the Falashas, later explained that a 
low profile approach would be more effective. 
But for the Falashas and their most aqtive 
friends, quiet diplomacy has come to mean no 
diplomacy — and no action. 


Prance says 
Libya is 
no longer 
subversive 

PARIS (AP). — France declared on 
Friday that it thinks Libya is no 
longer a subversive international, 
force and that it intends gradually to 
resume normal relations with the 
government of Muammar Gaddafl. 

In a statement by an official 
spokesman, the French Foreign 
Ministry said the government 
believed that “the attitude of the Li- 
byan government is no longer one 
of e.xternal destabilization" and ihat 
France will try to "return progres- 
sively to normal relations" with the 
North African country. 

Government spokesmen are not 
identified by name in France. 

The French declaration came at 
the same time that the U.S. had 
brought its war of words with Libya 
to a fever pitch, accusing Gaddafl of 
plotting the assassination of 
American leaders and ordering ail 
Americans out of Libya. 

On Thursday, French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson mid in 
Brussels that “to isolate Libya 
would be an error." 

On Friday, the Foreign Ministry 
said it did not deny that certain Li- 
byan policies in the past had been 
designed to destabilize some of its 
neighbours on the African conti- 
nent. But a ministry spokesman ad- 
ded: "That was in the past" and the 
Libyan altitude had changed. 

'll would be an error not to have 
! relations with Libya," he said. "We 
must try to have normal relations 
with Libya." 

The spokesman refused to say 
whether the French position con- 
stituted an explicit rejection of the 
American ch^ges about a Libyan 
“hit squad." 

Observers believe the French 
declaration is linked to the recent 
pullout of 10,000 Libyan troops 
from the former French colony of 
Chad, which the French en- 
couraged. 

On Friday night, newly appointed 
U.S. ambassador to France, Evan 
Griffin Galbraith said, “1 was sur- 
prised by the timing and disap- 
pointed by the decision." He made

U.S. papen Israel 
behind Libya leaks 

LOS ANGELES (AP). -- The Los 
Angeles Times said yesterday that 
Israeli intelligence has been “a ma-' 
jor source" of some published 
reports concerning a team of Li- 
byan assassins allegedly sent to kill 
top U5. ofncials. 

The newspaper cited unnamed in- 
formed sources and said that the 
sources had speculated that Israel 
may be trying to build public sup- 
port in the U.S. for its own future 
action against Libyan ruler Muam- 
mar Gaddafi. 

U.S. officials, speaking both on 
and off the record, have hardly been 
reluctant to discuss the Libyan mat- 
ter, so it is difficult lo pin down the 
origin of most reports. 

An Israeli Embassy spokesman in 
Washington told The Times they 
had no comment on the report. 


Security dieck demanded for Genger 

Defence staff 
strike called 
for Tuesday

An all-out strike in the 
Defence Ministry has been set 
for Tuesday, the day Arye 
'Genger's appointment to a 
senior post in the ministry is due 
to go into effect. 

Tne defence ministry works com- 
mittee has given Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon formal notice of hs in- 
tention to strike unless he rescinds 
his appointment of Genger, an 
Israeli business executive residing in 
New York. 

The committee, which has op- 
posed Genger’s appointment from 
the outset, is demanding that an in- 
dependent commission be es- 
tablished to decide whether Genger 
is fit for the job from a security 
point of view. 

Committee members are con- 
cerned about the fact that Genger, 
who will hold one of the most sen- 
sitive positions in the defence 
hierarchy, will remain an American 
citizen. 'They claim that he has not 
been subjected to the normal 
security checks. 

Genger is slated to be overall 
coordinator for military exports and 
in charge of all contacts in this Held 
with the IDF and other branches of 
govemnent. 

The committee's executive has 
charged that Sharon wants Genger 
for the post more out of parochial, 
political considerations, than 
because of his expertise in the field. 
They also say that they are also not 
convinced that Genger has severed 
all his business ties in the U.S. 
(where he manages a S2-billion-a- 
year company on behalf of 
Meshulam Riklis, another former 
Israeli currently living in the U.S.), 
so that there is no guarantee that he 
won't make private capital out of 
his Defence Ministiy contacts at 
some future date. 

The Defence Ministry works 
committee said that it would drop 
its opposition to the appointment if 
a neutral body is set up to dieck 
Genger's credentials. As possible 
candidates for conducting the 


checkup they mentioned the cur- 
rent head of the Mossad, and 
Avraham Ahituv, former head of 
the Shin Bet and currently working 
for a major bank. 

Over the weekend it was reported 
that Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir will be asked by the govern- 
ment to check Genger's credentials, 
and look into doubts raised by his 
appointment, but there has been no 
confirmation of this. 

In an interview with Israel Televi- 
sion on Friday, Genger said that he 
would return to Israel at the end of 
the month with his wife and two 
children and take up his post im- 
mediately. 

He said that he has no intention 
of . giving, up his American 
citizenship, and that it “doesn't 
bother him." He said he did not 
think it was necessary to relinquish 
all one's connections abroad in 
order to work for Israel. 

Asked about his relations with 
Sharon, he said that he became 
friendly with Sharon before the lat- 
ter. became a minister, and that their 
relations are based on “reciprocal" 
liking and admiration. He said that 
he helped fund a pre-election Likud 
campaign in which hundreds of 
thousands of Israelis were taken on 
tours of the West Bank, but that he 
had helped other movements in 
Israel as well. 

Meanwhile, a Tel Aviv lawyer, 
Arye Marinsl^. who represents the 
works committee, has wriuen to 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
asking l)im to intervene to prevent 
the appointment. Marinsky stales in 
his letter that if Sharon appoints 
Genger, would serve to encourage 
people to emigrate and take up 
toreign citizenship. Meanwhile, 
.Israel Televison reported last night 
that Sharon inlends to introduce 
wide-ranging changes in the 
ministry. His reorganization calls 
for trimming about 1S2 billion from 
the ministry's budget over the next 
five years, and reducing the number 
d' defence establishment employees 
by about 12,000. 


Money for yeshivot bypasses Knesset

The Treasury has arranged about 
IS2S million in bank loans for 
Agudat Israel’s yeshivot, in partial 
'payment of the Likud's coalition 
debts, to avoid requesting the 
money in a supplementary budget 
from the Knesset. 

The loans, including linkage and 
interest, will be paid back by the 
Treasury. The United Mizracht 
Bank is providing ISIOm. of the sum 
and three other banks are lending 
the rest 

The banks agreed to serve as the 
Treasury's conduit on condition 
that the loans not be counted 
against their liquidity ceilings, 
which are limits set by the Bank of 
Israel on how much a bank may 


loan. It was'evenlually ^reed that 
70 per cent of the loans would be 
exempt from liquidity requirements. 

The Treasury then asked the 
Bank of Israel to approve the ar- 
rangement — which is un- 
precedented and violates Bank of 
Israel rules — but the bank refused. 

Another solution was found by 
the Treasury allowing the banks to 
float capital issues to finance the 
loans, without depositing most of 
the funds raised by the issues with 
the Treasury, as banks are required 
to do. This arrangement violates the 
state budget, which includes 
deposits from banks’ capital- issues 
as part of the Treasury's revenue es- 
timates.

The first half his speech was in- 

terrupted by eight points of order, 
five ^ them made by Iraq, one by 
JtH-dan and two by Blum himself, 
asking the chair to protect him from, 
their points of order. 

The 157-nation assembly was 
debating a report by Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim saying that 
the lack of progress towards an 
Arab-Tsraeli settlement is 
dangerous, and offering UN help in 
seeking a solution. 

B lum ai^ued that the Arab-lsraeli 
conflict is not the source of all in- 
stability in the Middle East and 
cited other trouble spots —■“the 
continued occupation of 
Afghanistan, the Iraq-Iran war. the 
conflict between Ethiopia and 
Somalia, the trouble in the western 
Sahara." 


On Thursday, the assembly con- 
cluded its debate on the "question 
of Palestine" by adopting six anti- 
Israel resolutions, Before voting on 
the resolutions, the assembly 
reviewed a report from the Commit 
tee on Palestinian Rights, calling for 
a Palestinian state and for the par- 
ticipation of the PLO in the peace 
process. 

One resolution called for the con- 
vening of an anti-Israel inter- 
national conference on the question 
of Palestine, not later than 19M, un 
der UN auspices. Another said that 
everything Israel had done to alter 
the status of Jerusalem was "null 
and void." .A resolution referring to 
the Camp David accords expressed 
strong opposition to “all partial 
agreements" that violate "Palesti- 
nian rights." 


Egypt, as in previous assembly 
sessions, abstained on the anti- 
Camp David resolution, w'hile 
France, which abstained last year 
on the resolution, joined other EEC 
members this year in rejecting h 
together with Israel and the U.S. 
The West Europeans, however, sup- 
ported other pro-Arab resolutions. 


Gtrus picking to start again today 


TEL AVIV (him). — The citrus 
harvest will resume today, after the 
Citrus Marketing Board decided 
unanimously to accept a written 
promise from Agriculture Minister 
Simha. Ehrlich that their industry 
will receive the same government 
beneHts other exporters get. 


The letter confirms the 
Treasury's commitment to 
automatically give the citrus in- 
dustry any exchange rate benellls 


received by other exporters. The 
agreement also covers all other 
agricultural exports. 

Deputy .Agriculture Minister Pes- 
sah Crupper, who is chairman of 
the Citrus Marketing Board, said on 
Friday that the negotiations to end 
the Hve-day citrus strike had been 
difficult. But he added that the 
growers had succeeded in their 
struggle, thanks to their un- 
precedented unity in pressing their 
demands. 


Alignment MKs in Moscow delegation 


An Israeli delegation is leaving 
for Moscow today, including MKs 
Ora Namir and Rabbi Menahem 
Hacohen, former Mapam MK 
Chaika Grossman and Rakah 
representatives Salem Gubran and 
David Hinnim, a Rakah spokesman 
said last night. They will travel via 
Cyprus. 

The delegation sent a cable to the. 
Soviet Peace Committee thanking 
them for the Invitation to visit the 


Soviet Union and expressing the 
belief that the contact will en- 
courage the efforts of peace-seekers 
in Israel and will improve relations 
between the two countries. 


The delegation wfll be in the 
Soviet Union for 10 days, and will 
meet with the leadership cf the 
So'iet Peace' Committee. But there 
are no plans for meetings with 
gcnemmeni or party ofTicials.

"I think it is clear that some ol 
our European partners will pursue, 
as they have in the past, their own 
independent policies with respect to 
Libya." Haig told reporters. 

“That means that basically some, 
probably most, will make no change 
whatsoever." 

Haig said that Americans were 
order^ home from Libya "because 
of the increasing level of lerronst 
activity.... and to protect American 
lives should the situation 
deleriorate 'further or some of the 
plans that w-e have had access to 
perhaps be carried out." 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan, whose Apartment includes 
the Secret Service, refused to 


provide details of the government's 
case against Libya but said. "We 
think we have enough hard 
evidence to justify the steps we are 
now taking." 

Ir.leniewed on CBS, Regan con- 
ceded the "possibility" that Gaddafi 
might order nationalization of L'.S. 
oil properties in Libya in ret^iation 
for L'.S. removal of its citizens. 


Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger said on Friday ihut the 
L'.S. Sixth Fleet stands ready to 
evacuate the .Americans if required. 

The secretary said the threat of 
Americans being taken hostage, as 
in I.'an was "always in the back cf 
everyone's mind."

The cuifew in Rafah. imposed 
aUer the shooting of a 16-year-old 
demoratrtuor by an Israeli stridier 
last Monday, was aill in effect 
yesterday. 

Despite reports that the strike 
was due to end, contacts between 
the miUtaiy government and the 
municipalities and economic 
organizations failed to end the 
strike. No further meetings were ar- 
ranged. 

The newly formed action com- 
mittee — the Hrst body to represent 
all' sectors of. the population *m the 
Gaza Strip — includes Gaza Mayor 
Rashad Shawa as well as represen- 
tatives of the doctors* association, 
the engineers' association, the bar 
association, and the merchants' 
organization. 

Most shops are still closed, 
although some shopowners stand by 
their shops and open them when 


army patrols pau by, in order to 
avoid having to pay heavy fines and 
having their Gutters welded shut 
Schools have not reopened, and 
slogans against the miHtaiy govern- 
ment reappear every morning on 
walls all over the Strip. 

In Khan Yunts, several students 
were arrested yesterday for 
demonstrating, but generally, the 
Strip was quieter than last week. 

To end the strike, the action com- 
mittee is demanding that all legal 
action against the strikers and 
demonstrators be droi^d, that 
detained students be released and 
that the sentences passed during the 
past three days against strikers and 
demonstraton be annulled. 

A committee spokesman said that 
the military authorities had cancel- 
led their earlier proposals to end the 
strike. He said their attitude ap- 
pears to be hardening. 

Shawa told reporters at the end of 
the week that the strike has drawn 
attention to the Gaza residents' 
resistance to the continuation of the 
Israeli occupation and to their sup- 
port for a Palestinian state.

It is believed that only Begin 
at this point can avert trouble in his 
party. Ehrlich and Moda'i will urge 
him to set up some sort of division 
of labour in which Corfu's andShifT- 
man's, duties will be clearly 
defined, in order to keep them from 
stepping on each other's toes. 

The Liberal ministers are ex- 
pected to tell Begin that ShtfTman's 
mandate does not derive from 
Corfti, but from the coalition agree- 
ment. Any move to dismiss him 
would rock government stability, 
they will argue. 


Non-acfivisr academics 
seek reopening of Bir Zeit

A number of senior Israeli 
academics and university heads not 
usually identined with left-wing ac- 
tivism have in . recent days ap- 
proached the Israeli authorities in 
the West Bank to rec^n 8 a- Zeit 
Univeisity, closed a month ago until 
January S. 

The academica. who prefer not to 
publish their names, made thqr ap- 
proach m Menahem Milson, who 
heads the cirilian administration in 
th'e^Wtti Bank and who is on leave 
from the Hebrew University, where 
he .teaches Middle East studies. 
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It has been learned that- these 
academics are acutely emibarrassed 
by the fact that- a university profes- 
sor the man who had to preside 
over the closure cf the area's senior 
academic: institution. 

According, lo one- senior 
acade.mic, the Palestinian 
nationalists unleashed their 
demonstrations ait the start of 
Nov^b.er in Bir Zeit ^eciflcally to 
embarr^ the newly appointed ad-, 
minis^ator." According to this 
analysis, Milson had either to ac- 


cede to open rebellion on the 
campus or to become a professor 
who shuts universities, thus losing a 
major point in the propaganda war. 

It has. also been learned that the 
closure remains embarrassing to 
Milson, who would like to reopen 
the university, but without loss of 
face'. 

However, the senior academics 
who made the approach last week . 
have apparently teen told that there 
is little chance for an early opening 
of Bir Zeit because of the 
authorities' unwillingness to tqjpear 
to be acceding to pressure. 

In a related matter, Hebrew 
University physics professor 
Avraham Halperin has apologized 
to his colleague, physics professor. 
Yitzhak Balberg, for including 
Balberg's name in an advertisement 
which appeared in an evening new- 
spaper Friday, condemning Israeli 
academics who have identified with 
the cause of Bir Zeit. B^berg's 
•name was included at Halperin's in- 
itiative among the 70 signatories but 
without his permission or agree- 
ment. was just human error,” 
said Halperin'. “I confused Balberg 
with someone else.''

Disputes threaten to delay 
benefits fi*om new welfare law

With only about two weeks left 
before the new welfare reform law 
is to go into effect, the National In- 
surance Institute is stilj unable to 
explain to its workers how to al- 
locate benefits under the new 
system. 

The approval of regulations 
necessary to implement the Income 
Maintenance Law by January t is 
being held up by two disputes with 
the Treasury. One involves work in- 
centives for welfare recipients and 
the other, guaranteed income pay- 
ments for married yeshiva students. 

Deputy Minister of Labour and 
Social ARairs Ben-Zion Rubin lold 
the Knesset last week that his 
ministry would not stand for any 
delay in implementing the law. . 
Rartet 'he .told, the coalition; exr.' 
ecutive that his party, Taraf, ‘*would 
draw appropriate conclusions” 
about staying in the coalition if the 
law is not implemented on 
schedule. 

The law, passed last November,- 
makes the National Insurance In- 
stitute responsible for the vast ma- 
jority of welfare payments and 
guarantees a minimum income to 
those unable to support themselves. 

Before the law can go into effect, 
the Knesset Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Committee must approve 32 
regulations interpreting the provi- 
sions of the law. Only two regula- 


tions are still in dispute. The* 
Treasury. M'hich will pay for 
benefits granted in the law, must ap- 
prove the regulations before ihev go 
to the committee. 

One disputed regulation concerns 
work incentives for those on 
welfare. The Treasury and the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs are divided over how much ex- 
tra income welfare recipients 
should be allowed — or encouraged 
•— to earn before deductions are 
made from their welfare grants. 

The other deals with the 
eligibility of married yeshiva stu- 
dents (members of l^lelimi with 
more than three children to qualify 
for guaranteed income payments, if 
their wives do not work. Agudai 
Israel MK Menahem Porush aid 
that his (mrty wants the regulations 
to„'stace,,e:{pHrtiv that these siudejns.’ 
wiio are*^^*clusVvely occupiedwith 
Tora" and thus “cannot work,” be 
considered digible. 

Porush said that the students have 
been receiving welfare payments 
since the ^ly 1970s on the basis of 
an underatanding between former 
finance minister Pinhas Sapir and 
former welfare minister Michael 
Hazani. 

The Treasury is reluctant to make 
the arran^ment explicit, because it 
believes that university students and 
other yeshiva students would regard 
it as a precedent and also claim 
guaranteed income payments. 


Treasury slows devaluation

The Treasury is slowing down the 
devaluation of the shekel against 
foreign currencies, Since the begin- 
ning of the year, the gap between 
shekel and the basket of foreign 
currencies has grown to 12 percent. 

On Thursday, the shekel was 
revalued against the dollar and the 
pound sterling. The dollar rate fell 
from 1S1S.16 to 1SIS.13, the pound 
sterlingfell from IS29.12 to 1S28.87, 
or more than I per cent. 

Since January,' the shekel has 
teen de^ued against the expon 
basket by 77 per cent, while internal 
inflation for the same period came 
to nearly 100 per cent, according to 


Bank of Israel statistics. The shekel 
devaluatimi rate against the dollar 
during the same period was 100.10 
per cent. 

The new Treasury system runs 
contrary to the long-range policy of 
the Bank of Israel, under which the 
devaluation must express the infla- 
tion ratio (between local and 
abroad) and the export basket. 
Bank of Israel ofRcials explain ihai 
exports have received a further 
compensation, in the form of 
devaluation rate insurance and 
direct premiums, although the con- 
tinuation of the - Treasury's new 
sj^em will require a large outlay of 
state funds, amounting to billions of 
shekels e^h year. 


Plan to boost number of women In labour force 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A plan to in- 
crease the proportion of women in 
the labour -force from 36 per cent 
now to 4S per cent by the end of the 
decade was announced here by the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs last week. 


Ministry, Director-General 
Yisrael Goralnik, at a press con- 
ference here on Thursday, caHed at- 
tention to a model project in 
Herzliya designed to help women 
from ril social backgrounds find 
their niche in the labour force. 

During the last three yean, the 
project has provided vocational 
counselling for over 300 women. 

Goralnik also said that the 
number of working women rose 
from 29 per cent to M per cent from 


1970 to 1980. mainiy due to the 
large increase of educated women 
finding jobs. He added that 78 per 
cent of all women with 14 years or 
more of schooling have jobs, the 
same rate as men in this ^ucation 
bracket. 

The rate of unemployment 
among women declined somewhat 
this year, and was 6.4 per cent in the 
third quarter. The jobless rate for 
men tten was 4.6 per cent.

Share index hits new high 
as all sectors leap ahead

The year-end rally came into lull 
force last week, with all sectors ol 
trading advancing sharply. The 
General Share Index reached a new 
nominal high for 1981 at 229.6. 
reflecting a weekly gain of 4 per 
cent. 

Ten shares closed out the week 
with gains ranging from ...I per cent 
to a high of 46 per cent. Tmeresiing- 
ly enough, half of the *^op 10“ came 
from the industrial sector. Trading 
turnovers picked up sharply and 
reached a high of lS420m. last 
Thursday. 

The prices of index-linked bonds, 
which showed an average gain of I 
per cent, . reflected the public's' 
general lack of interest in this type 
of investment. Institutional buying 
provided some demand. But 
whenever selling pressures built up 
the Bank of Israel maintained its in- 
teryention in favour of index-linked 
bonds and thus prevented price ero- 
sion. 

With the month nearly half over, 
the shekel's stability vis-a-vis the 
dollar is very impressive. Last week 
the shekel was devalued by some 0.7 
per cent, and on Thursday it even 
strengthened by two agorot s^ainst 
the dollar. 

The commercial bank sector, 
comprising the most widely held 
and most widely traded securities, 
also appeared to be poised for its 
own “end-of-ihc-year derby.” As 
the jockeying for best annual yield 
results among the Big Three batiks 
begins, it is quite clear that the 
shares of the Maritime Bank will 
grab top position with an expected 
nominal gain for the year of about 
250 per cent. And last week. United 
Mizrahi and Union shares came 


into the spotlight, moving up briskly 
in response to investor demand. 

Investors- also appear to be 
favourably impressed with the com- 
ing registration of the Teva Phar- 
maceutical 'shares on the U.S. 
securities market. The Teva shares 
spurted ahead last week by no less 
than 30 per cent. During a visit to 
Teva's Jerusalem plant, Dan Sues- 
skind, Teva's financial manager, 
told The Jerusalem Post that, subject 
to ilnal local approvals, the Teva 
shares would shortly be traded in 
the VS. 


Two of the 14 new financing is- 
sues reached the market last week-. 
In both instances, the shares traded 
at premiums over their issue price. 
T.A.T. Aero Equipment Industries 
Ltd. debuted with a relatively 
modest premium, but picked up 
considerable steam by week's end. 
Hadar Insurance, on the other 
hand, came on the market with a 
resounding bang. The IS 1.0 shares 
were up by no less than 52 per cent, 
while the IS5.0 shares came through 
with a more modest 30 per cent ad- 
vance. over its issue price. 

A number of sectors of shares on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange are 
trading at levels that are con- 
siderably below the "highs” 
reached last January, when 
calculated in real terms. Notable 
among these are shares in the in- 
surance and specialized financial in- 
stitution groups. Analysts suggest 
that these sectors of trading could 
provide some fireworks in the near 
future. 


The continuing high level of 
financial liquidity in the public and 
institutional investors appears to 
provide the basis for a strong finish 
for 1981. 


WALL STREET WEEK 

Ifigh deficit in budget predicted 


NEW YORK (AP). — Wall Street's 
hopes for a continued decline In in- 
terest rates have suffered a bit of a 
setback in recent days. 

New concern surfaced in the past 
week over U.S. government budget 
deficits and the demands that 
government borrowing will place on 
the financial tystem. 

In addition, the strong rally that 
the bond market has enjoyed since 
October faltered. 

The focal point of concern was 
the Reagan administration's latest 
estimates of the gap between how 
much the government will take in 
and how much it will spend over the 
.next coupli^ of years. 

! The projections: a record 5109- 


billion deficit in the fiscal year that 
began on October I. followed by 
SJS2b. in fiscal 1983 and SI62b. the 
year after that. 

With rates on the rise again, the 
stock market's recent advance 
faded in the past week. The Dow 
Jones Average of 30 industrials, up 
almost 40 points in the two 
preceding weeks, dropped back 
6.18 to 886.51. 


The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index fell .81 to 72.43, 
and the American Stock Exchange 
market value index was off 7.1 1 at 
323.01. Big Board Volume averaged 
45.75 million shares a day. against 
48.98 million the week before. 


Israeli gets 
58 years 
for NY murder 


NEW YORK (UPl). — An Israeli 
with a criminal record was 
sentenced on Friday to more than 
58 years' in jail for killing o textile 
executive and shooting his uife. 
who survived the attack by “playing 
dead.” 

Daniel Derhi. 24, w«is sentenced 
to 58 years and four months in Jail 
for the February killing of Elliot 
Hyman and the attempted murder 
of his wife Ellin in their luxury 
apartment. He was convicted 
November 16 after a two-week trial. 

. Derhi, who was assisted by 
another man in the shotgun attack, 
was also convicted of stealing thou- 
sands of dollars in jewelry from the 
apartment. Authorities said the 
gems have not been recovered. The 
other man is still at large, 
authorities said. 

' They said Derhi. who came to the 
U.S. in 1979 on a visitor's visa, was 
convicted in Israel of two cases of 
theft in 1974. of criminal trespass in 
1976 and of theft, threatening a 
police officer and disoreriy 
behaviour in 1977. 

A spokesman for Queens District 
Attorney John Santucci said Derhi, 
a mirror installer who had previous- 
ly worked in the Hyman tqianmeni, 
called on the couple on February. 
27. The spokesman quoted Hyman 
as telling his wife, “The mirror in- 
stallers are here." 

The spokesman said the wife then 
heard shots. When she ran to her 
husband's aid. she was also shot. 
The spokesman said Derhi then 
removed her jewelry and her wed- 
ding ring. 

“She survived by playing dead.” 
the spokesman said. 

He quoted that woman as saying 
she could feel Derhi removing her 
jewelry, “but I just lay there with 
my eyes open in shock.” 


Acre mayor resigns 


ACRE (Ilim). — Mayor Yisrael 
Doron submitted his resignation to 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg on Fri- 
day and said that he would outline 
the reasons for his decision at the 
city council meeting later this week. 

Doron's associates and co- 
workers were reportedly surprised 
by his decision to step down after 
serving as mayor for 13 years. 

According to law, the resignation 
goes into elTect 48 hours after it is 
accepted by the interior minister, 
and the city council then must elect 
one of its own members to fill the 
post. 

All municipal employees are due 
to go on strike today because their 
salaries have not been paid on time. 
Doron said there is no connection 
between, his .resignati.on and the 
city's financi^' difficulties.

Schmidt tells East Germans 
to honour human rights pact 


BpUN (UPl). - Wesi German 
CnanceUor Helmut Schmidt in a 
hard-hitting speech yesterday ' ap- 
pealed to East German leader Erich 
Honecker to allow freer movement 
through the border barriers built to 
prevent the flight of refugees. 

But Honecker replied* “Good 
neighbourliness cannot flourish in 
the shadow of U.S.* nuclear 
rockets.” 

Schmidt was polite but frank in a 
speech given at a luncheon in his 
honour at a government guest house 
north of Berlin on the second day of 
a three-day East-West German 
summit meeting, the first 'in 11 
years. 

He not only told Honecker lo live 
up to the Helsinki human rights 
agreement, but he served notice he 
would not abandon hopes of even- 


tual German unity. 

He blamed the Soviets for the 
arms race, saying, "We see \iith 
great concern that the new Soviet 
medium-range rockets, each with 
'three warheads, are changing the 
military balance in Europe.” 

As Schmidt appealed for freer 
movement over the 1,375 kilometre 
border dividing the two rival states. 
West German police reported that a 
20’year-old East German was 
seriously wounded early yesterday 
as he fled to the West over a three- 
metre fence on the border near Kas- 
sel. 

He set off one of the booby- 
trapped gunshot chaiges the Com- 
munists have installed along with 
mine Helds, dog runs, watchiowers 
and barbed uire at a cost of about 
S2.S million a mile.

Lil^a chiefly blamed the Saudis 
for the meeting's refusal to take up 
a Lib]^n plea for OPEC help in 
Tripoli's dispute with the U.S. 

In the three days of talks (^EC 


shaved from 20 to 70 U.S. cents 
from prices for some grades of 
crude oil that have been hardest hit 
by a buyer revolt in the current glut. 

Market analysts present in Abu 
Dhabi said this meant all 13 ex- 
porters would be charging roughly 
the same, with agreed discounts and 
premiums accoi^ing to quality, for 
their various crudes around a 
benchmark S34 a barrel. 

The experts said OPEC stood an 
improved chance of avoiding a 
price-cutting war among its 
members between now and when 
world demand for its oil — dow-n by 
nearly one-third on a 1979 peak ~ 
begins to pick up ^ain.

AI M leponed. ll did not sa> if 
any were taken prisoner, or how 
many government casualties there 
were. 

.A helicopter was seen leaving tlie 
base before the final assault and 
.AIM said it was believed to have 
carried the guerrilla group's leaders 
to safety in South Africa. 


.aim said that among documents 
captured at the base were the 
minutes of a meeting between an 
MNR leader and officers in the 
South .African army, which dealt 
with the difficuliv of suppUing (he 
MNR. 

The MNR took responsibilit> 
recently for attacks on the rail line 
from Zimbabwe to the Mozambican 
port of Beira.

Alexeyeva’s visa granted, 
Soviet newspaper reports 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet 
government newspaper Izvestia of- 
Hcially announced yesterday that 
the daughter-in-law of Nobel peace 
laureate Andrei Sakharov will be al- 
lowed to leave the country. 

The story confirmed that 
Sakharov's 17-day hunger strike had 
succeeded in winning for his 
daughier-in-iaw,' Liza Alexeyeva. 
the right to join her husband in the 
U.S. 

Alexeyeva's parents had 
withdrawn their objections lo her 
erragraiion, Izvestia said. 

Alexeyeva, 26, was told by visa 
authorities on Friday that she could 
pick up her foreign travel passport. 
She had been fighting for permis- 
sion to leave the Soviet Union since 
1978. 

Sakharov and his wife. Yelena 
Bonner, began their fast on 
November 22 in the renowned 
physicist's exile home in Corky. 
They were forcibly hospitalized on 


December 4, and Alexeyeva 
repeatedly petitioned the KGB for 
permission to visit them. ' 

Alexeyeva married Alexei 
Semyonov, Bonner's son by a 
previous marriage, in a proxy 
ceremony last June in Montana. 

Soviet authorities had previously- 
denied her a visa on the grounds she 
was not legally married to 
Semyonov, a graduate student at 
Brandeis University near B(»ton. In 
addition, her parents had filed a 
civil suit demanding she stay in the 
Soviet Union to provide them finan- 
cial support. 

Alexeyeva boarded a trun which 
departed for Gcxky early yesterday 
for her visit with the Sakharovs, the 
first in 18 months. She was expected 
to return to Moscow late today or 
early tomorrow. 

She had said she does not know 
when she will leave the Soviet 
Union but hopes to do so soon after 
seeing the Sakharovs. 


Irish prisoners end protest, 
release 17 hostages 


BELFAST (AP). — About 50 
suspected Protestant terrorists 
ended a two-day protest atop a 
Northern Ireland prison yesterday 
and freed unharmed four guards 
and 13 Roman Catholic inmates 
whom they were holding hostage, 
the British government said. 

The unarmed inmates called off 
the protest at Belfast's Crum In 
Road jail at 2 a.m. local time, after 
the, government promised to look 
intb 'prison conditions, said a 
spokesman for Britain's Northern 
Ireland Office, which administers 
the province. 

The protesters, all believed to be 
members of Protestant extremist 
groups, broke out of the cells at 5 
p.m. on Thursday, barricaded doors 
and windows with broken furniture 
and bedding and snatched the un- 
armed cuards and Catholic Inmates. 


officials said. 

The government sj^kesman, who 
did not want to be identified, said 
the protesters had no weapons and 
held their captives by "sheer force 
of numbers." *niey held the guards 
on the roof and the other inmates 
behind barricades.in the prison. 


The protesters worked In relays, 
with six to 12 on the rooftop at any 
given time, the spokesman said. 
'They kept vigil- arounri the xdock. 
bundled in blankets against snow 
and temperatures that dipped to 
minus 8 degrees. 

The protesters demanded an in- 
quiry into prison conditions, 
segregation from inmates associated 
with the mainly Catholic Irish 
Republican Army, more recreation 
time and more visits by Protestant 
politicians.

China’s Deng warns U.S. 
on arms sales to Taiwan 


BELGRADE. — Vice-Chairman 
Deng Xiaoping in an interview- 
published yesterday warned the 
U.S. that China "will not swallow” 
American arms sales to Taiwan and 
said that Taiwan's reunion with the 
mainland is one of Peking's major 
tasks. 

"We shall react sharply," Deng 
told the Yugoslav -daily- newspaper 
Vjesnik of Zagreb in response to a 
question whether the U.S. continua- 
tion of arms sales to Taiwan would 
influence Chhiese-American rela- 
tions. 

"China will. not swallow that. It is 
interference in our internal affairs. 
But American officials tell us that 
thqr have not taken a decision yet on 
that question. We have told them 
our stand,” Deng said. 

Deng, vice chairman of the 
Chinese Communist Paiiy and 
president of the military commis- 


sion, said China "underlined three', 
tasks in the 1980s. Firatly, in inter*: 
national relations, the struggle 
against hegemony (a euphemism for 
the USSR) and protection of world 
peace. -Secondly, the return of 
Taiwan to the 'suualaod so ^ to 
materimze die; re-unificatioh ..of 
China. Thirdly, utmost efforts in 
building the country and materiaiiz-/ 
ing the modernization poIicy.'^ 

In Washington, a senior .State 
Department offitial said th^ the 
Reagan administration s eominit- 
ted to improving "non-officiar 
relations with Taiwan; and that in- 
cludes arms sales. 

He admitted that oontihued un-

Soviet jets pound villages 
following Afghan rebel raids 


UK stiffera coldest 
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NEW DELHI (AP). — Soviet 
generals have unleashed their air 
power In recent days against three 
villages just south of Kabul and 
several to the north around 
Charikar, all centres of increased 
anti-government insurgency, a 
report irom Afghanistan says. 

Air strikes were ordered against 
the villages of Shiwaki, Sheens and 
Binihisar after a large group of antir 
Marxist rebels aided by local vil- 
lagers attacked two new military 
outposts in the area, said the report 
from a source who has been ac- 
curate in the past. 

The retaliatory strikes coruitmed 
for at least three days after the 
December 5 raid, in which the 
rebels looted a large quantity of 
arms from the government ar- 
mouries and set the posts ablaze.

A large number of homes and 
grain storehouses were destroyed 
and livestock killed in the attacks by 
Soviiet MiG warplanes, and 
helicopter gunships, the source 
quoted witnesses who had fled to 
Kabul as saying.

' I have always been 100 per cent 
behind the people of Israel." 

One recent demonstration of that 
support, said Smith, was that he 
wrote to President Reagan and 
Oklahoma Senator David Borne ex- 
pressing his opposition to the 
AWACS sale to Saudi Arabia. 

Smith notes that while there ore 
theological differences that 
separate the two faiths, there are 
many more ties that bind Jews and 
evangeUcaU: Tou have given, us 
our Bible and our saviour. And we 
cherish this land of Israel as sacred 
to the Jewish people." 


During their 10-day stay, the 
group — iriiich included 14 Baptists 
and eight Jews — toured the 
country visiting the Lebanese 
border and the Golan Heights and 
met with a number of Israel's 
leaders. 

"We have learned so much about 
Israel and its Jewish heritage," says 
Smith. "Unfortunately, too many 
pilgrims who come here only get a 
Cltfirtian j»r^cUvc.” 

Smith visited Israel five years ago 
on a pilgrimage but claims to have, 
had little exposure to the Jewish 
sites and people: "I asked ADL to 
arrant visit so we could get a 
broader perspective of the land. We 
have had an opportunity to gel to 
know the modern Jewish state, its 
promise and problems. 

"I intend to go Hack and en- 
courage everyone to have great love 
and suppmt for this biess^ land, to 
siqipiort a Jewish state with secure 
borders and a united Jerusalem." 

The mission, he said, had given 
hU group "a much better under- 
standing of our Jewish brothers and 
the problems Israel is confronting. 1 
will convey to our people how hs'- 
portant Israel is to the Jewish peo- 
ple, and the danger it faces from its 
enemies. 

Smitb revealed that bU organiza- 
tion *is examining the possbility of 
buildup a world Southern Baptist 
Centre in Jerusalem. To this end. 
Smith and Harold Bennett, the ex- 
ecutive-director of the Convention, 
examined a site on the Mount of 
Olives. "Tfae Southern Baptist 
Convention has 35,000 churches in 
92 countries," added Smith. "It 
seems we can make a strong state- 
ment to the world and the people of 
Israel by establishing a centre in 
Jerusalem.”

Alternative to the bifemo 


Four members of the Knesset Committee deBling with sport (displayed 
their high sense of public duty and their great •courage last week, *niey 
emulated Dante's visit to the Inferno by going to see the fietar-H^x>d 
derby in the YMCA so-culled “studUim** in Jerusalem. They emerged^Iive 
and unscathed, ut least physically, and they announced that the conditions 
were noi fft for human beings. Indeed, if animals were treated in the w^ 
that Jerusalem spectators are. the SPCA would be..up io arms. 

To do justice to the YMCA. this admirable organization never contem 
plated that their soccer field would become the Hoiy City’s maj'or staitiiiin 
for its two crack teams. It is a small ground, planned forpartici^nt-players 
of many jevels. It was only out of the kindness bf theb- hearU that' the 
YMCA people came to the rescue, first of Betar, ud then of Hapdel as 
well, by allowing their ground to be used for Jeiiisalem’s Natspnai Lmtgue 
games. ‘ •. 

Because top teams must practise regularly u wefi as pFay on Saturdays, 
one unfortunate result of what happen^ to YMCA'has been tb^deprive 
Jerusalem teams playing in lower leagues and youth sides Of a.inRidr facility 
An'd. because a stadium had to be improvized out'of a .noh-$tadium» what 
emerged was an appalling hotch-potch mess. •• . - 

Eveiyone agrees with the four MK's that something must be done for 
Jerusalem's fans. The difTiculty is: what? . ^ ' 

For a long time envious eyes have been cast/on the Hebrew University's 
sports field between its science buildings and the Israel Museum. There are 
several reasons for this. The ground is there — somebody else hes done the 
work of developing the site. The fact that the somebody is the Hebrew. Un- 
iversiiy of Jerusalem, dependent on the goodwill of dedicated Zonists 
abroad, who would never stand in the way of the Government of Israel or 
the Municipality of Jerusalem, makes a takeover seem very easy: 

The first step in launching the takeover bid was to practise wh'al 
Margharita Laski called “reform by nomenclature” — by constantly callidg 
the University football Held, with its lines of terraced seats, a stadium, a vi- 
sion of a real stadium arose before everybody's eyes, like a mirage. lathe 
desert. The next step was to check the University's title-deeds,' from which 
it emerged that they had built foolishly on somebody else's lMd'25 yearn 
ago. So the take-over bid is now almost ready (o be put into effect. 

Unfortunately, it is not as simple as it sounds. The Univereity ^und is 
used by thousands of participant sportsmen — non-National Le^ue ^^er 
players, athletes, cricketers, rugby players, hockey players. What is- to 
become of them if the ground is earmarked for Jerusalem's two National 
League soccer learns? 

In converting the Held into a stadium, will the mistakes made at YMCA 
be avoided, and at what cost? ' ' 


Then there is the problem of a fence. To protect the University’s .^ad- 
joining buildings and laboratories and gardens, and to avoid the awful 
danger of people silting on the neighbouring heights and looking at mabhes 
for nothing, an enormous fence will have to be erected. It is hvd to con<; 
ceive of one that will not be a terrible eyesore ruining the aspect ^ one-of 
the most beautiful areas in modern Jerusalem. And the structWe wfU'otist 
millions. 

A possible solution would be to use a Buckminster Fullergeodesicxfqnie, 
that can later be moved when the great stadium Jerusalem really nee^ is 
eventually provided. 

The really good thing about recent developments is that at long last all 
the talk up in the air about taking over the University field will now have to 
come down to earth. Detailed plans and almost accurate estimates of costs, 
give or take a couple of hundred million, will have to be pe prepared. It may 
well emerge that Mayor Teddy Kollek will once again prove to be right, and 
that the costs of conversion will be prohibitively astronomical, while the ^e 
wilt be found to be unsuitable for a longtime solution to the jMOblem. 

It is more than possible that the dream of the University field being the 
panacea for JerusaJem's sporting illnesses wili prove to be only a pipe- 
dream. At least we will know the truth. If this Held does not really provide s 
solution, perhaps, at long last, the authorities will summon up the nerve to- 
resisl the religious and other pressure groups, and will find a site for a real 
stadium.

John McEnroe winning for the 
Americattt and Jose-Luis Clerc tor 
the Argentinians. 

McEnroe beat Guillermo Vilas, 6- 
3. 6-2, 6-Z in the opening match, 
and then Clerc defeated Roscoe 
Tanner, 7-5. 6-3, 8-6. in the second 
singles. The doubles match was 
played late yesterday, and the 
reverse singles will be played today. 

McEnroe, displaying the 
awesome stroke-making form that 
has propelled him to both the 
Wimbledon and the U.S. Open titles 
this year, needed only 96 minutes to 
dispatch Vilas. 'The Argentinian left- 
hander. the world's sixth-ranking 
player, only had five break points 
against hts American foe. and three 
of those came in the same game. 
McEnroe began his usual running 
commentary. .After he put his first 
serve into the bottom of the net. he 
shouted: “This is dis^ceful." He 
appeared to win the fifth game with 
an ace. but umpire Bob Jenkins 
overruled the linesmen and called 
the serve a fault.

Carlos Jun^uel. lalked^^p 
Jenkii^*.X^’it wu McEnroe's'Tn- 
frequent outbursts that excited the 
small but vocal crowd. “She called 
that out?** McEnroe asked of one 


call. When Jenkins said the 
lineswoman had. McEnroe good- 
naturedly turned and said. "She 
did." 

Jose Luis Clerc fou^t olT the 
challenge of hard-ser\’ing Roscoe 
Tanner. Clerc was always in com- 
mand against Tanner, whose boom- 
ing serve alone kept him in the 
match. But the left-handed 
.American couldn't match Clerc's 
flaw less ground strokes. 

Tanner, ranked llth in the worid, 
was in trouble right from the start 
when his serve, considered the 
fastest in the sport, failed him. He 
lost his service in the third game of 
the opening set at love, but broke 
back in the eighth game to knot the 
score. 

Then the smooth-stroking Clerc 
settled into his groove and broke 
Tanner in the I lih game with an as- 
sortment of passing shots and 
delicately placed offensive lobs that 
caught the .American flat-fooled at 
the net. 

Clerc, ranked fifth in the world, 
then held serve at love to capture 
the opening set. The right-hander 
broke Tanner twice in the second 
set, including a controversial fifth 
game. Tanner won the first three 
points and then appeared to win the 
game with a great shot. But Clerc 
appealed to umpire Youssef Makar 
of Switzerland, who overruled the 
linesman, saying Tanner's shot was 
long.

Glickstein, now 30 in ATP 
rankings, in action again

TEL AVIV. — Shlomo Glickslein 
has a worid ranking of around 30, 
the highest he has ever attained, as 
he opens his challenge tomorrow in 
theS125.000New South Wales Ten- 
nis Championships in Sydney.

Glickstein had slumped to 4Sth 
on the Auociation ofTennis Profes- 
sional computer ranking early in 
November. He owes his climb up 
the ladder mainly to his success in 
reaching the singles semi-finals of 
the S300.000 Sigma Open in Johan- 
nesburg. The Israeli champion 
earned a massive 74 ATP points to 
add to the 380 or so he had already 
collected during the past 12 monihs 
from a total of 25 Volvo Grand Prix 
tournaiTwnts. 

With the S18.600 he picked up in 
South Africa for readiing the «jou- 
bles semis in addiion to the singles. 
Glickstein has earned well over 
SIOO.OOO on the pro arcuii during 
1981. 

In Australia, Glickstein has 
joined his Davis Cup squadmates 
Dave Schneider, Shahar Perkis and 
Eilon Sinai to combine tournament 
competition with regular training 
under national coach Ron Steele.

Glickstein moves 
to Melbourne for the 5400.000 
Australian championships, the last 
of this year's Grand Slam tourna- 
ments. following Paris, Wimbledon 
and the U.S. Open. After 
Melbourne, he will return home to 
rest, prior to playing the rich U.S. 
indoor circuit from the end of 
January. 

Also competing in Australia, 
along with the Davis Cup squad, are 
junior internationals Sagit Doron 
and Ruthie Sverdloff, botii 16.

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Perspective on Prance 


IT WAS probably inevitable, and predictable, that ihe French 
Foreign Minister M. Cheysson would seek to backtrack a little from 
some of the vvarm '^atmospherics" which he generated during his visit 
here. No sooner did he get home than the howl of protest went up — 
from London, almost as vociferously as from the .Arab capitals. 
There was bound to be an effort by Frunce to respond to the stric- 
tures of its European Community partners and its Arab friends. 

Israel must learn to keep a proper perspective; just as the near- 
raplurous euphoria which greeted Cheysson's statements here lost 
week was exaggerated, so too is the bitter cynicism now voiced in 
some quarters unjustified. Both overreactions were perhaps u refiec- 
tiw) of the sad dearth of nonnal diplomatic ups dowTts in the 
relationship between Israel and France this past decade. It has been 
one long down. 

Put in perspective, then, the repeated assertion by Foreign 
Minister Shamir that Cheysson's visit here represented a “change" 
remains valid today: the whole tenor of eveo'lhing Cheysson said 
while he was here, and after his return home, signalled the change. 
.After years of hectoring monologues, there is now to be a diulogue. 

There has been no backtracking, moreover, from the essence of 
Cheysson's message here: that France is no longer interested in the ' 
“Eun^xuui initiative" if that means trying to foist EC positions upon 
Israel. The rider to that policy is that France, under President Mit- 
terrand. is much more supportive of the U.S.-orchestrated Camp 
David process than it used to be under President Giscard 
d'Estaing. 

We are confident that President Mitterrand will indeed confirm 
this very real change in French policy when he visits Israel in 
February. (The cynics should remember the true perspective of that 
visit too: it is the ilrst by a European head of government for nearly a 
decade.) 

Moving now from what Cheysson said and meant to what he didn't 
say. or didn't mean, it must be noted at once that he was genuinely- 
misquoted here — and this laid him all the more open to Arab 
criticism and made it all the easier for the Quai d'Orsay to blurr and 
double-talk. He did not say the Venice declaration was ‘‘'wrong and 
absurd," as some Israeli media quoted him. He said it had been 
“wrong and absurd" for the EC to foster the impression that it was 
“anti-Camp David." 

Compounding the misquotation was the Israel government's 
deliberate soft-pedalling of the very fundamental dilTerence of views 
— this has not changed one whit — over the eventual solution to the 
Palestinian problem. Cheysson tried to be non-provocative while he 
was here: but he w*as perfectly unequivocal in his support for Palesti- 
nian statehood while not labouring the point. 

For Israeli officials to claim that the Palestinian question had not 
been “an operative issue" in the talks with Cheysson was to distort 
his tactfulness in an attempt to score political points at home. 

A proper perspective requires that Israel sincerely welcome the 
chanp in France's attitude while neither ignoring nor obfuscating 
(he views of President Mitterrand and his government on Israel's ma- 
jor national problem. 


NRP power struggle 


THE SPECTRE of a split is again haunting the National Religious 
Party, and this time the threat may be real. 

This may seem strange, for the ostensible cause of the debate now> 
raging between the two major factions — Lumifne and Renewal 
(Young Guard) — headed by interior (and Police, and Religious Af- 
fairs) Minister Yosef Burg and Education and Culture Minister 
Zevulun Hammer respectively is. on the face of it, quite minor. It 
concerns the sacking by Dr. Burg of Gedalya Schreiber as director- 
general of the Religious .AfTairs Ministry. 

The original post-election arrangement was that Mr. Schreiber. 
who had been appointed to (he post by the previous minister. .Aharon 
.Abuhatzeira, before he bolted the NRP to form Tami. would stay on. 
and that Rabbi Haim Druckman would come in us deputy minister^ 
both to serve as counter-weights to (he minister. Dr. Burg. But Dr. 
Burg disturbed the delicate balance by first making it impossible for 
Rabbi Druckman to do his job. and then b> firing .Mr. Schreiber. 

This involved more than just personal preference. The wcli- 
endowed Minisiery of Religious .Affairs is a fulcrum of both party 
and factional power, and its control is a boon for ihe controller. That 
is why Dr. Burg insisted in the last couiition negotiations that it 
should be denied to Mr. .Abuhatzeira. and that he himself, despite ihe 
crushing burden of his other duties, shouid be placed in charge. 

Last Sunday, however the venerable Dr. Burg was forced to sub- 
mit to the indignity of a hearing before the par:y'.s court on the 
Schreiber issue, although he rightly cluinied that the court had no 
jurisdiction whatexer in state appointments. \\'orse >ei may await the 
minister ul the scheduled meeting of the NRP's nuiionjl' excculixe 
next Thursday, where Mr. Hummer is planning to mount u challe’nge 
to Dr. Burg's xery stewardship of the Religious 'x-Tair" Ministry. 

Obserxers give Sir. Hammer a fair chance of xx inning — unless the 
issue is in ih.e meantime resolved bx wax of compromise. Sources 
clo.se to Lamifne are passing the word around that a compromise will 
indeed be xvorked out — by the religious kibbutz mexement. which 
has undertaken a mediation cfTort. This should, if true to .<«iylc. re.suli 
in the existing differences being swept under the carpet pending the 
next factional squabble. 

U'hai mainly requires solution, however, is not (he matter of Mr. 
Schreiber's dismissal, which the medjutors have not exen bothered to 
lake up. The real issue centres around the system of parly elections 
xxhich xxill determine the NRP's internal balance of power. 

Lamifne's strength rests largely on the requirement ihji only dues- 
paying nembers of HapocI Humizrachi, the NRP's answer to — and 
ally of — the Hisiudrut. may cast a ballot. The Young Guard, on the 
contrary , demands that all party members be gix-en the vote, and that 
the balloting be run. on a personal basis. This xxpuid presumably give 
an edge to Mr. Hammer. 

If there is a deal on the election system, the secondary issue of the 
ministry will most likely take care of itself. If it docs not. Dr. Burg 
could be bested h> Mr. Hammer, and u split could result. 

.At this point the question might be asked: xvhai ho.s ai! this to do 
with the reputed ideological differences between Lamifne's left-wing 
“doves" and the Young Guard's right-wing “hawks"'.' The answer, on 
the best authority, is, ne^t to nothing.

A SECRET PROPOSAL has been 
drawn up by the top six leaders of 
the Palestine Uberatlon Organiza- 
tion to re-establish a territorial 
foothold in JOTdan to enable them 
to carry on military activities 
against Israel.

It attributes responsibility for this 
separation to "the Syrian occupying 
forces," the Lebanese Christians 
and their militias, and Israel's 
military intervention in Lebanon. 

The document concludes that 
Jordan is the only place from which 
it would be possible to reach the 
Palestinians in the administered ter- 
ritories, and where the PLO would 
be free from the mQitajy pressures 
of the Syrians and Christian 
Lebanese.

terrorism experts were sent in to 
reinforce the military, the Belfast 
TeU^aph wrote in an editorial that 
“the Government's response to the 
growing clamour for a more cTTec- 
tive security poH^ has been wholly 
inadequate. Public confidence in 
Ulster is at its lowest dab." 

This writer was in Northern 
Ireland when Rev. Bradford was 
buried in Dundonald. The 
groundsweil of bitterness against 
Westminster on the security score 
was overwhelming. In every Proies- 
tqpt Church where memorial ser- 
vices were held, eloquent Irish 
preachers were asking when the 
carnage would end. Many called for 
the restoration of the death penalty. 

Thousands in factories, offices 
and shops across Ulster left their 
jobs to attend the memorial ser- 
vices. The most passionate 
demonstratioos were in Bdfast and 
at the service in Dundonald. There, 
it wstbiy took Prior by surprise that 
mourners jostled and jeered and ac- 
tually tried to spit at and punch him. 


IN THEIR EFFORTS to diffuse the 
tensions and anger, would Mr. 
Prior, or Lwd Carrington, meet 
with the IRA? The very thought 


would be considered outrageous-by 
every loyalist in Ulster. 

The Rev. Ian Paisley, MP for 
Antrim and Democratic Unionist 
Party leader with the vitriolic 
tongue, has been able to capitalize 
on the disillusionment with West- 
minster. He threatened to make 
Northenx Ireland ''ungovernable." 
Hardly the most popular member of 
Parliament, he nevertheless com- 
mands a bigger following in Ulster 
than is comfortable for Westminster 
and the moderates of the Province. 

There are other militant elements 
in Ulster. Jim Molyneaux's Ulster 
Defence Association (UDA), is 
ready to issue a call to arms in older 
to establish a “third force" in the 
Province. Already, several hundred 
loyalists, some wearing''balaclava 
helmets and masking their faces, 
have been on night marches, “ready 
to defend our homeland and 
heritage." 

There is no doubt that a force of 
vigilantes could quickly be whipped 
together and armed, despite the 
British Government’s total rejec- 
tion of such self-defence units.

McMichael, a UDA' leader 
declared. He also found a com- 
parison, wl^en he said, "The Israelis 
have the -right altitude.
